1. (Thrice Amended) An ultra [Ultra] high molecular weight polyethylene 
molded [articles] article having been orosslinked slightly and having been compression-deformed 
in a direction perpendicular to a compression plane, cooled and solidified in a compression- 
deformed state so as to have [having] orientation of crystal planes in a direction parallel to [a] 
the compression plane [, wherein the molded article is crosslinked slightly]. 


C^^^^ ^* (Twice Amended) Tl^e molded article of Claim 1, wherein a melting 
temperature [point] of the ultra high molecular weight polyethylene [molded article] is in a range 
of 135[°] to 155°C. 
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
